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the Yung Tee and with the collusion of
many notable oMelals, Inciuding some in
the Immediate councils of the throne lteelr,
bocame alarmiogly aggressive. No for-
elguers 1ife outslde of the protected treaty
ports whs safe. No foreign Interest was
secura frotm  spoliation The diplomatic
roepresontatives of the powers in Pekin
strove in vain to check this movement. Pro-
test was followed by demand and demana
by renewed protest, to be met with per-
functory edicts from the palace and svasive
and futile assurance from the tsungli-ya-
men, The cirele of the Boxer Influenco tar«
rowed about Pekin and while nominelly
stigmatized ns soditious, it was folt that ite
apirit pervaded the capital fteelf, thut the
imperial forces were imbued with ita does
trines and that immediate counselors of the
empress dowager were In full sympathy
with the antl-forelgn movement

The Increasing gravity of the conditions
In China and the (mminece of poril to our
own diversified. lnterests In the emplire, as
well ne to thome of all the other treaty
governments, wera soon apprecinted by this
government, causing it profound solleitude,
The United States from the earllest days of
forelgn Intercourse with China had followed
& pollcy of peace, omitting no occaslops
to testify poodwlill, to further the exton-
slon of lawful trade, to respoct the sover.
elgnty of Ita government and to insure by
all legitimate and kindly, but earnest
meams, the fullest measure of protection for
the lives and properiy of eur law-abiding
eitlzens and for the exercise of their bone-
ficent callings among tle Mhinese people.

Note of 1NN,

Mindful of this, It was felt to be appre-
priate that our purpose should be pre-
nounced In favor of such a course na would
hasten united action of the powers at Pe-
kin to promote the mdministrative reforms
#o greatly necded for strengthening the
imperial government und malntaining the
integrity of China, in which we belleved the
whole  western  world to be allke con-
corned. To thess onds I caused to be ad-
dressed to the soveral powers occupylog
territory and malntaining spheres of In-
fluence In China the clreular proposals of
1868 Inviting from them declarations of thelir
intentions and views as to the desirability
of the adoption of measures lnsurlng the
benofita of cquallty of treatment of all for-
tign trade throughout China,

With gratifylog unanimity the responses
colncided In this common poliey, enabling
me to see In the suceessful terminstion of
thene negotiations proof of the friendly
spirit which anlmates the varlous powers
lnterested In the untrammeled development
of commerce and industry in the Chinese
emplre a8 o gource of vast benefit to the
whole commercial world,

In this conclusion, which I had the grat-
ifieation to announce as & completed en-
gagement to the Interested powers, on
March 20, 1900, 1 hopefuly discerned a po-
tential factor for the abatement of the dis-
trust of forelgn purposes, which for a year
past had appeured Lo Inspire the policy of
the Imperial government and for the effect-
Ive exertion by It of power and authority
to quell the critical anti-forelgn movement
In the northern provinces most lmmediately
influenced by the Manchu sentiment.

Confildence Was Misplaced.

Seeking to testify confidence in the wil-
lingness and abllity of the Imperial admin-
istration to redroas the wrongs and prevent
the ovils we suffered and feared the marine
guard, which had been sent to Pekin ln the
autumn of 1800 for the protection of the le-
gation, was withdrawn at the earllest prao-
ticable momont and all the pending ques-
tlons were remitted, as far as wo are con-
cerned, to the ordinary resorts of diplomatic
{utercourss,

The Chinese government proved, hewever,
unable to check the rislng strangth of the
Boxers and uppewred to bo a prgy to inter-
nal dissenslons. In'the unequal contest the
antl-foreign Influences soon galoed the pa-
cendancy under the leadership of Prince
Tuan, Organized armies of BHoxers, with
which the imperinl forces afiiated, held
the country between Pekin and the coast,
penerated into Manchuria up to the Rus-
slan border, and through thelr emissaries
threatened a like rising throughout northern
China.

Attacks upon forelgners, destruction of
property and slaughter of native converts
wera reported from all sides. The tsungll-
yamen, already psrmeatsd with bostils sym-
pathies, could make no effective response
to the appeals of the legations, At (this
eritical juncture, in the early spring of
this year, a proposal was made by the
other powers that & combined fleet should
be assembled In Chinese waters as a moral
demonstration, under coyer of which teo
exact of the Chinese government respect for
forelgn treaty rights and the suppression of
the Boxers.

The United States, while not participat-
Ing In the joint demopstration, promptly
sent from the Philippines all ships that
could be spared for service on the Chinese
coant, A small force of marines was landed
at Taku and sent to Pekin for the protec-
tlon of the American legation. Other pows-
ers took similar action until some 400 men
were assembled In the capital as legution
guards,
Acinal Warfare Commenced,

Btill the perll increased. The legations
reported the development of the seditlous
movement in Pekin and the need of In-
creaned provision for defense agalost It.
While preparations were in progress for a
larger expedition to strengthen the lega-
tion guards and keep the rullways open an
attempt of the forelgn ships to make o
landing at Taku was met by a fire from the
Chinesn forts. The forts were thereupon
shelled by the forelgn vessels, the Ameri-
can admiral taklng no part Iln the attack
on the ground that we were not at war with
Chion and that a bhostlle demonstiration
might consolidate the anti-forelgn elsments
and strengthen the Doxers to oppose the
relloving column. Two days later the Taku
forts were captured efter a sungulnary con-
fllet,  Beverancs of communication with
Pekin tollowed and a comblined force of ad-
ditlonal guards, which were advanciog to
Pekin by the Pol Ho, was checked at Lang
m‘] The isolation of the logations wan
complete,

The slege and the rellef of the legationn
has passed Into undying history, Im all
the stirring chapters which records the
herolsm of the devoted band, clinging to
hope in the face of despalr, and the un-
daunted splrit that led thelr rellevers
through battle and suffering to the goal, it
{8 a memory of which my countrymen may
be justly proud that the honor of our flag
was maintained allke In the slege and the
rescuo, and that stout American hearts
have again set high In fervent emulation
with true men of other race and language,
the Indomitable courage that ever strives
for the opuse of right and justice,

Murder of laran Von Kelteler,

On June 19 the legations were cut off.
An ldentical note from the yamen ordered
each minlster to leave Pekin, under a prom-
tred escort, within twenty-four hours. To
gain time, they replied, asking prolonga-
tlon of the time, which was afterward
granted, and requesting an Interview with
the tsungll-yamen on the following dny
No reply belng recelved, on the morning
of the 20th the Germun minister, Baron
von Ketteler, set out for the yamen to
obtaln a response, and on the way was
murdered.

An attempt by the legation guard to re-
cover his body was folled by the Chinese
Armed forces turned out agalnst the legn
tions, Thelr quarters were surrounded and
attacked. The mission compounds wore
abandoned, thelr mrr.u taklog refuge

the British legation, where all the other
legations and guards gathered for more
effective defense. Four hundred persons
wore crowded In (18 parrow compans. Two
thousand native converis were assembled
in & nearby palace under protection of the
foreigters. Lines of defenne were strength-
ened, trenches dug, barrlendes falsed and
preparations made to stand a eloge, which
AL once began. “From June 20 untl]l July

15" writes Minlster Conger, "'thers was
scarcely an hour during which there Wwas
not firing upon some part of our lines and
Into some of the legations, varyving from
a single shotl to a general and continious
attuck nlong the whole Hoe' Artillery
wan placed around the legations and on

the overlooking palace wnlle, and thou-
sands of 3<inch shot and shell were fired,
destroying some bulldings and damaging
nll o thickly did the balls rakh  that,
when the ammupltion of the besleged ran
low, five quaris of Chincse bulluts weore
gathered in uo lour la one compound and
recaat
Legntion HBulldings Burned,

Attempts were mado to burn the lema-
tons by setting neighboring bouses on fire,
but the fimes were successfully fourh
off, although the Austeian, Helglan, Jtallan

atnd Dutch legatlons were theu and sub-
sequently burned With the ald of the
native converts, direoted by the misslon-
arles, to whose helpful cocoperntion Mr
Conger awards unstinted pralne, the British
logation was made n verltable fortress.
The DBritleh minister, Bir Claude MacDon-

nld, was chosen geoneral commander of the
defenge, with the secretary of the Amer!-
can legation, Mr. E. G. Squlers, as clhief
of adafl.
To save life and ammunition the besleged
iparingly returned the Incessant fire of the
Chinesy soldiery, fighting only to repel at-
tack or make an occastonnl succeasful rorile
for strutegic advantage, such as that of
fifty-five Americaus, British and Hussian
murines, led by Captain Myera of the United
States Marine corps, which resulted {n the
capture of a formidable barricade on the
wall that gravely memnced the American
position. It was held to the last and proved
an Invaluable acquisition, beeause com-
manding the water gate through which the
roelief column entered.
During the slege the defenders lost sixty-
five killed, 136 wounded and seven by dis-
ease—the last all children.
On July 14 the besleged had their first
communication with the tsungll-yamen,
from whom a message came Invitiog te a
oonference, which was declined. Corre-
spondence, however, emsued and a sort of
armistice was agreed upon, which stopped
the bombardment and lessened the rifie firo
for & time. Even then ne protection what-
vver wias afforded, nor any ald glven, save
to send to the legations a small supply of
fruit and three sacks of flour,

Chinese Government Impeached.

Indeed, the only communication had with
the Chinese government related to the oc-
caslonal delivery or dispatch of a telegram
or to the demands of the tsungll-yamen for
the withdrawal of the legation to the coast
under escort. Not only are the protesta-
tions of tho Chinese government that It pro-
tected and succored the legations posl-
tively coniradicted, but irresistible proof
necumulates that the attacks upon them
wore made by Imperinl troops, regularly
uniformed, armed and ofMoered, belonging
to the command of Jung Lu, the imperial
commander-in-chief. Deocroes encouraging
the Boxers, organizing them under prom-
Inent imperial officers, provisloning them
and even granting them large sums in the
name of the empress dowagoer are known to
exiat. Membars of the tsyngli-yamen who
counsoled protection of the foreigners were
behended. Even in the distant provinces
men suspected of forelgn sympathy were put
to death, prominemt among these belng
Chang Yen Hoon, formerly Chinese minister
in Washington.

Wu Ting Fang's Part.

With the negotiation of the partial armis-
tlee of July 14, a proceeding which was
doubtlesa promoted by the represemtationa
of the Chimese envoy in Washinglon, the
way was opened for Lthe conveyauce to Mr.
Conger of a test message sent by the secre-
tary of wsiate through the kind offices of
Minleter Wu Ting Fang. Mr. Conger's reply,
dispatched from Pekin on July 18 through
the same channel, afforded to the outside
world the first tidiags that the inmates of
the legations were still alive and hoping
for succor.

This news stimulated the powers for a
joint relief expedition in numbers suffcient
to overcome the resistamce which for a
month had been organizing betweem Taku
and the capital. Relnforcements sent by
all the co-operating governmenta wers con-
stantly arriving. The United Btates con-
tingent, Lastily assembled frem the Phllip-
pinea or dispatched from this country,
amounted to some §,000 men, under the abla
command firat of the lamented Colonel Lis-
cum and afterward of General Chaffee,

Taking of Tiea Taln and Pekin.

Toward the end of July the movement be-
gan, A severe confllet followed at Tien
Tsin, in which Colonel Liscum was killed.
The city wae stormed and partly destroyed.
Its capture afforded the base of operations
from which to make the final advance,
which began in the firat days of August, the
expedition belng mede up of Japanese,
Russlan, British and American troops at the
outset.

Another battle was fought and won at
Yang Tesun. Thereafter the disheartenod
Chiness troops offerad little show of resist-
unce, A few days later the tmportant pos!-
tlon of Ho BI Woo was taken. A rapld
marci brought the united forces to the pop-
uloua city of Tung Chow, which capitulated
without a contost,

On August 14 tho capital wos reached
After a brief conflict beneath the walls the
relief column enterod and the lemgallions
wera saved. The United States soldiors,
sullors and marines, oMeers and men alike,
In those distant climes and unusual sus-
roundings, showed the same valor, discip-
line and good conduct and gave proof o?
the same high degreo of Intelllgence and of-
fictency which have distingulshed them 1In
every emergency,

The lmperial family and the government
had fed a few days bofore. The eclly was
without vigible control. The remalning fm-
perial soldiery had made on the night of
the 10th a last attempt to exterminate the
besioged, which was gallantly repelled, It
tell to the occupying forces to restore order
and organlze a provisional administration,

Southern and Eastern Viceroyw.

Happlly, the acute disturbances were con-
fined to the northern provinces, It I8 a
rellef to recall and a plensure to record
the loyal conduct of the viceroys and lo-
cal authorities of the southern and eastorn
provinces. Their efforts were continuously
directed to the pacific control of the vast
populations under thelr rute and to the
serupulous observance of forelgn treaty
rights. At critical moments ther did not
hesitate (0 moemorialize the throne, urglew
the protection of the legatlons, the restorn-
tion of communication and the assertion of
the lmperial authority ngalust the sub-
verslve elements. They maintained excel-
lent relations with thoe offclal representia-
tives of forelgn powers. To thelr &iudly
disposition Is largely due tho success of
the consuls In removing many of the mis-
slonaries from the interior o places of
safety, In thia relation the action of the
consuls should be highly commonded, 1n
Shan Tung and eastern Chi LI the task was
difficult, but, thanks to thelr energy and
the cosoperation of Awmerlean and forelgn
naval commanders, hundreds of forelgners,
Including those of other nationalities than
ours, were rescusd from Imminent perl),

Polley of the United Sintes,

The policy of the United States through

all this trying period was ¢learly announced

note to the powers dated July 3, pro-
claimed our attitude. Treating the condl-
tion In the north as one of virtual amarchy,
in which the great provinces of the seuth
and southeast had no share, we regarded
the local authorities In the latter quarters
ns ropresenting the Chinese peoaple with
whom we sought to remain la peace and
fricndshlp, Our declared alms involved no
war against the Chinese nation. We ad-
hered to the legitimate office of reaculng

the lmperiled legation, obtalning rodress
for wrongs already euffered, securing
wherever posgibie the safety of Ameri-

can life and property in China and pre-
venting n spread of the disorders on their
recurrenco,

A® was then sald, "the policy of the gov-
ernment of the United States I8 to seck
a solution which may bring about perman-
ent safeiy and peace to. Chioa, proserve
Chiness territory and adminiatrative en-
tity, protect nll rights guaranteed to
friondly powers by treaty and International
law and safeguard for the world the prin-
eciple of equal and {mpartinl trade with all
paris of the Chinese emplre."

Trend of Present Effort.

Falthful to those professions which, as (t
proved, reflected the views asd purposes
of the other co-operating governments, all
our efforts have been directed toward end-
ing the anomalous situation In Chiua by
negotiations for a settlement at the earli-
lvat poselble momont. As soon as Ltho sa-
ered duty of relloeving our legation and ita
dependents was accomplished we withdrew
from mctive hostllitles, leaving our legn-
tlon under an adeguate guard Ia Pekin an
i channel of nogotlations and settlement—
4 course adopted by others of the Inter-
ested powetn.  Overtures of the empow-
ered representotlved of the Chinene om-
peror have not besn consldernbly enter-
talnod.  The Russian propositions looking
to the restoration of the lmperial power in
Pekin has beon accepted as In full conso-
nancoe with our own desires, for we have held
aud bold that effective reparation for wrongs
suffered and an enduring settlement that
will make thelr recurrence impossible, can
best be brought about upder an authority
which the Chinese natlon reverences and
obeys. While so doing, wo forego no Jot of
our undoubted right to exact exemplary
and detorrenot punishment of the respon-
sible nuthors and abettors of the criminal
acts whereby we and other natlons have
suffered grievous Injurles.

For the real culprits, the evil counselors
who have misled the imperial judgment snd
diverted the soverelgn authority to thelr
own gullty emds, full expiation becomds Im-
perative within the rational limits of
retributive justice. Regarding this as the
tnitial condition of an acceptable settle-
ment between China and the powers 1 sald
in my message of October 18 to the Clinese
emperor:

1 trust that negotiations begin mo
Boon as we and the other offended govern-
ments shall be effectively satisfled of your
mijosty'sy abllity and power to treat with
Just sternness the princlpal ofendors, who
are doubly culpable, not alone toward the
forelgners, but toward your majesty, unde
whosa rule the pu ne of F}nlm iﬂ dwel
in concord with the world had hitherto
found expression In the welcome an pro-
tection nssured to strangers,

Negotintiona Now Under Way,

Taking as a point of departure the im-
perfal edict nppoloting Earl LI Hung Chang
and Prince Ching plenipotentiaries to ar-
range o settlement, and the edict of Sep-
tember 26, whereby certaln high oMclals
wero deslgnated for punishment, this gov-
erument has moved, In concert with the
other powars, toward the opening of nego-
tlations, which Mr. Conger, assisted by Mr.
Rockhill, has been authorized to conduct on
behalf of the United States.

General bases of negotlation formulated
by the government of the French republic
have been accepted with certain reserva-
tlons as to detalls, mads necessary by our
own clrcumstances, but, /ike similar reser-
vatlons by other powers, open to discussion
in the progress of tho negotiations. The
disposition of the emperor’'s government to
admit Hability for wrongs done to forelgn
governments and thelr national representa-
tivea and to act upon such additional
designation of the guflty persons ps the
forelgn ministers at Pekin may be In a
position to make, gives hope of a complots
settloment of all questions Invelved, as-
suring foreign rights of residence and In-
tercourse on terms of equality for all the
world.

I regard as one of the essentisl factors
of a durable adjustment the securement of
adequate guaranties for liberty of falth,
sluce insscurity of thoss natives who may
embrace alien creeds is a scarcely less of-
Muimﬂtmuﬂ-mudm
worship and teaching than would be the
direct Invasion thereof.

Serious Problem of Indemnity,

The matter of Indemnity for our wronged
citizens s a question of grave concern.
Measured In money alone, a suffclent
reparation may prove to be beyond the abil-
ity of China to meet, All the powers conour
in emphatic dlsclalmers of any purpose ot
aggrandizement through the dismember-
ment of the empire, I am disposed to
think that due compensativa may be made
In part by Increased guaranties of security
for forelgn rights aod Immunities, and,
most Important of all, by the openmmg of
China to the equal commerce of all the
world. These viewa have been and will
be earnestly advocated by our represenia-
tives,

The government of Russia has put for-
ward a suggestion that, in the event of
protracted divergence of views In regarq
to Indemulties, the matter may be relegated
to the court of arbitration at The Hague.
I favorably Inecllne to this, belleving that
high tribunal could not fall to reach a solu-
tion no less conducive to the stability and
onlarged prosperity of China itself than
Iimmediately benefleial to the powern.

ON GENERAL FORBIGN RELATIONS,

Information Conecerning Dealingn
with Natlons of the World.

Ratifieations of a treaty of extradition
with the Argentine Republle were exchangod
on June 2 last,

While the Austro-Hungarlan government
has in the many cases that have been re-
ported of the arrest of our naturalized olt-
lzens for the nlleged eovasion of military
servige falthfully observed the provigions of
tho treaty and released such perpons from
military obligations, It has In some In-
stances expellad those whose presence in
the community of thelr origin was asserted
to have a pernlclous Influence. Rep-
rcéentations have been made agalnst this
course whenever Its adoption has appeared
unduly onerous,

Wo have been urgently sgollcited by
Belglum to ratify the International conven-
tlon of June, 1809, amendatory of the
previous convention of 1880 1o respect to the
regulation of the liguor trade in Africa.
Cowplinuce was nocessarily withheld, In the
sbsence of the adviee and consent of the
#enate thereto. The principle Involved Las
the cordlal sympathy of this government,
which In the revislonary negotiations ad-
vocated more drastic measures, and 1T would
gindly sea Ita extension, by International
ppreement, to the restriction of the liquor
trafMe with all uncivilized peoples, especially
iu the western Pacific.

Protection for Inventors,

Any lessening of the diMeulties
that our Inventors encounter In obtaining
putents abroad for thelr Inventions and that
our farmers, munufacturers and merchants
may bave in the protection of thelr trade-
marks I8 worthy of careful consideration,
and your attention will be called to the re-
eulty of the conference at the proper time.

Conditlons In  Braxil have welghed
henvily on our export trade to that
country In marked contrast to the favorable
conditions upon which Bragilian products
are admitted Into cur markets, Urgent rep-
resentations have been made Lo that govern-
rment on the subject and some smelloration
bas been  effected, We rely upon the
reciproeal justice and good will of that gov-
ernment to sesure to us a further lmprove-
ment in our commercial rolations.

The convention signed May 24, 1847, for
the final settloment of clalms  left o
wbheyanee upon the dlssolution of the com-
misslon of 1868 wus at length ratifled by
the Chillan congress and the supplemontal
commission has been organized, It remains
for congresa to approprinte for Lhe neces-
sary expenses of the commission

The lusurrectionary movement which dis-
turbed Colombia In the latter part of 1800
has boen practieally suppressed, although
guerrillas atil) operate in somwe departments,
The executive power of that republie
changed hinods fn August last by the act of
Vico Presldent Marroquin In assuming the
reins of government during the absence of
President Sun Clemente from the eapltal,
The change met with no serlous opposition,
and, following the precedents in such cases,
the United States minlster ontered Into
relatlions with the new de facto government
on September 17,

It is gratifying to announce that the
resldual questions between Costa Rica and
Nicaraguan growing out of the award of
President Cleveland in 1858 have been ad-
Jjusted through the cholce of an Amerlean
ongineer, General E. P. Alexander, as
umpire to run the disputed line. His task
has been finished to the satisfaction of both
coutestants,

A revolution in the Dominican republie
toward the clone of last year resulted in the
fostallation of President Jiminez, whose
government was formally recognized In
January, Since then final payment bhes
been made of the American claim in regard
to the Ozama bridge.

AMERICA AT THE PARIS FAIR,

United States Shows ite Friendly Attl-
tude Toward France,

The year of the exposition has been fruit-
ful in occaslons for displaying the good
will that exlsta between this country and
Franes. This great competition brought
together from every nation the best In
natural prcductions, industry, sclemce and
the arts, submitted in generous rivairy to a
judgment made ail the more searching be-
cause of thut rivalry. The extraordinary
fncrease of exportations from this country
during the past three years and the activity
with which our inventions and wares had
Invaded new markets caused much Interest
to ecnter upon the American exhibit and
every encouragement was offered in the
wuy of space and facilities to permit of its
being comprebensive as n whole and com-
plete in every part,

It was, however, not an easy task to
assemble exhibits that could fully illus-
trate our Alverdified Tesources and manu-
factures. Blogularly emough, our natlonal
prosperity lensoned the incentive to exhbibit,
The dealer {n vaw materials knew that the
user must coms to him; the great factories
were contented with the phepomenal de-
mand for thelr output, not alone at home,
but alse abroad, where merit had already
won & profitable trade. Appeals had to be
made to the patriotism eof exhibitors to
induce them to make outlays promising no
immediate return. This was espocially
the case whoere it became needful to com-
plete an Industrial sequence or {llustrate a
class of process. One manufacturer after
another had to be visited and Importuned,
and at times, after & promise to exhibit in
A particular section had been obtained, it
would be withdrawn, owing to pressure of
trade orders, and n new quest would have
to be made,

Installation Was Unsatisfanctery,

" The Installation of exhibits, too, en-
eountered many obstacles and involved un-
expected cost. The exposition was Tar
from ready at the Jdate fixed for its open-
ing. The French transportation lines were
congested with offered freight. Belated
goods had to be hastily installed ln un-
finished quarters with whatever labor could
be obtained in the prevalling counfusion.
Nor wans the task of the commission lght-
ened by the fact that, owing to the scheme
of classification adopted, It was Impossible
to have the entire exhibit of any one coun-
try In the same bullding or more than one
group of exhibits in the same part of any
bullding. Our lustallations were scattered
on both sldeg of the Beine und In widely
remote suburbs of Paris, so that additional
assistanta wore needed for the work of
supervision and arrangement,

Despite all there drawbacks the contribu-
tion of the United Btates was not enly the
largest forelgn display, but was among the
carllest In place and the moat orderly In
arrangement., Our exhibits were shown in
101 out of 121 classes and more completely
covered the entire classifieation than those
of any other nation.

There
fa wtill great uncertalnty as to whether
our well plgh extinguished Germau trade
in meat products can rovive under Its new
burdens. Much will depend upon regula-
tions not yet promulgated, which we con-
fidently hope will be free from the dis-
criminations which attended the enforo
ment of the old stntutes.

RELATIONS WITH GREAT BRITAIN,

Still Friendly, Although Many Im-
porinnt Quesilouns Are Invuolved,

Our friendly rolations with Great Brit-
ain continue.
intreduced Important questions. A condi-
tlon unusual In lntersational wars was pre-
sented o that while one belligercnt hnd
control of the scas, the other had no ports,
shilpping or dircet trade, but was only ac-
cossible through the territory of a neutral.
Vexatlous questions arose through Great
Britain’s action in respect to neutral car-
goes, not contraband in thelr own nature,
shipped to Portuguese South Africa, on the
score of probable or suspected ultimate dew-
tination to the Boer statow, Buch con-
signments, in British  ships, by which
mlone direct trade Is kept up hetween our
ports and southern Africa, were selged In
applieation of a municipal law prohibiting
Britlah vessels from trading with the en-
emy, without regard to any comntraband
character of the goods, while cargoes
shipped to Delagoa Bay In neutral bottoms
wers arrested on the ground of alleged
destinetion to enewmy's country. Appro-
priate represontations on our part re-
sulted In the Britiah government agreeing
to purchase outright all such goods shown
to be the actual property of American cit-
izens, thus closing the incident to the sat-
isfaction of the Immediately intereated par-
ties, anithough, unfortunately, without &
broad seitlement of the question of a neu-
tral's right to wend goods not contraband
per #e to & meutral port adjacent to &
belligereat area.

Alaskan Modus Vivendl.

The work of making certain provisional
boundary points, for convenience of ad-
ministration around the head of Lynn caoal,
In accordunce with the temporary arrange-
ment of October, 1899, was completed by a
Joint murvey in July last. The modus
vivend! has so far worked without friction
and the Dominlon government has provided
rules and regulations for securing to our
citizens the bemefit of the reciprocal stipu-
Intion that the ecitizens or subjects of elther
power found by that arrangement within
the temporary jurisdiction of the other
shall suffer no diminution of the rights and
privileges they have hitherto enjoyed. But
however neceesary such am expedient may
have been to tide over the grave emergen-
eles of the situntion, It s at best an unsatls-
factory makeshift, which should not be suf-
fered to delay the speedy and complete en-
tablishment of the frontler llne to which
we are entitled under the Russo-American
treaty for the crssion of Alanka. Im this
relation 1 may refer again to the need of
definitely marking the Alaskan boundary
where it follows the 14ist meridian. A
convention to that end has been befora the
sennte for two years, but as no action has
been taken, I contemplats negotiating a
new conventlon for a joint determination
of the meridian by telegraphle ebservations.
These, It 18 belleved, will glve more ac-
curate and uoquestionable resulta than the
slderal methods herotofore independently
followed, which, as I8 known, proved dia-
crepant at several points on the line,
although not varying at any place more
than 700 feet.

DEALINGS WITH OTHER NATIONS.

Incidents of Intercourse with Many
of the Minor FPeoples.

The pending claim of R. H. May agaiunst
the Guatemalan goverament has besn wet-
tled by arbitration, Mr, George F. B. Jen-
pner, British minister at Ouatamels, whe
was chosen as sele arbitrater, baving
awarded $143.760.50 ia gold te the claimant.

Various American claims against Haytl
kave been, or are being, advamced to the
resort of arbitration.

As the result of negetiations with the
government of Honduras In regard to the
indemnpity demanded for the murder of
Frank H. Pears in Honduras, that govern-
ment bas pald $10,000 in settlement of the
clalm of the helirs.

The assussination of King Humbert called
forth sincere expresslons of sorrow from
this government and people, and occasion
was fNtly taken to testify to the Italian
nation the high regard here felt for the
momory of the lamented ruler.

In my last message I referred at con-
siderable length to the lynching of five
Itallans at Tallulabh. Notwithstanding the
offorts of the federal government, the pro-
duction of evidence tending to inculpate the
authors of this grievous offense aguinst our
civilization, and the repeated Inquests set
on foot by the authorities of the state of
Louislana, no punishments have followed.
Successlve grand jurfes have fulled to In-
dict. The representations of the Itallan
government in the face of this miscarriage
have beon most temperate and just.

Jupan's Adyvanced PFosition,

The closing year has witnessod a declded
strengthening of Japan's relations te other
states. The development of her independ-
et Judiclal and adminietrative functions
under the treaties which took effect July 17,
1800, has proceeded without Internatlonal
friction, showing the competonce of the
Japanese to hold a foremost place nniong
the modern peoples

In the treatment of the different Chinese
problems Japan has sctod in harmonlous
concert with the other powers, and her gen-
erous co-operation materinlly alded in the
joint rellef 8f the beleagured legatlons in
Fekin ond i@ bringing about an undees
standing preliminary to a settlemeant of the
lssues between the powors and China,
Japen's declaration in favor of the Integrity
of the Chinese empire and the conservation
of open world trade therewith have beon
frank and positive. As A factor for pro
moting the general interest of peace, ordor
and falr commerce In the far east, the influ-
ence of Japan can hardly be overvstimated,

The valuable ald and kindly courtesios
extended by the Japaness government and
naval officers to the battleship Oregon are
gratefully apprecinted.

Complaint was made last summeor of dla-
eriminatory enforcement of a bubonle quar-
antine against Japanese on the Paocific
const and of luterference with thelr travel
in California and Colorado under the health
laws of those states. The latier restrio-
tions have been adjudged by a federal court
to be unconstitutional. Ne recurrence of
eithgr causo of complaint Is apprehended,

Intimacy with Mexivo,

No noteworthy Incident has occurred in
our relations with our important southern
nelghbors.  Commercial intercourse with
Mexico continues to thrive and the two
governmonts neglect no opportunity to fos-
ter thelr mutual interests in all practicable
WAYH,

Pursuant to the declaratlon of the su-
preme court that the awards of the late
joint commission Ia the Labra and Well
clalms were obtaimed through fraud, the
sum awarded In tho frst case, $403,030.08,
has been returned to Mexico, and the
amount of the Well award will be returned
in ke manner,

A convention Indefinitely extending the
labors of the United Btates and Mexlcan
international (water) boundary commission
has been slgued.

Permanent Court of Arbitration,

It 18 with satisfaction that I am able to
aapounce the formal notification at The
Hague, on Beptember 4, of the deposit of
ratifications of the conventlon for the pa-
cifio settlement of the international dis-
putes by sixteen, namely, the Unlied States,
Austria, Belgium, Denmark, Euogland,
France, Gormany, Italy, Persia, Portugal,
Roumania, Russia, Slum, 8pain, Sweden and
Norway, and The Netherlandn, Jupan also
haa since ratifled the convention.

The administrative council of the per-
manent court of arbitration has beon or-
gnnized and has adopted rules of order and
n constitution. In accordance with article
xxiil of the conventlon providing for the
appolntment by each siguatory power of
persons of known competency ln questions
of International law a8 arbitrators, 1 have
uppoloted as members of this court Hon.
Benjamin Harrison of Indiana, ex-president
of the United States; Hon. Melville W. Ful-
ler of 1llinois, Hon, John W, Griggs of New
Jerscy, attorney general of the United
Btates, and Hon, George Gray of Delaware,
& Judge of the circuit court of the United
Btates,

Complication with Nicaragun,

As an loecldent of the revolution in the
Mosquito district of Niearagua, early In
1899, the inasurgents fercibly oellected from
American merchants duties upon Imports.
On the restoration of order the Nicaraguan
suthoritien demanded s second payment of
such duties on the ground that they were

due to the titular government and that
their diversion had alded the revolt. Their
position was not accepted by us., After

prolonged discussion a compromise was ef-
fected, under which the amount of the sec-
ond payments was deposited with the Brit-
Ish consul at Ban Jusn del Norte In trust
Inltll thoe two governments should determine
{whether the first payments had been made
under compulsion to & de facto authority.
Agroement as to this was not resched, and
the point was walved by the act of the
Nicaraguan government ln requesting the
British consul to return the deposits to the
' merchants.

Moenacing differences between several of
the Central American states have been ac-
commodated, our minlsters rendering good
offices toward un understanding.

Transisthmian Canal Matters.

The uwli-lmportagt matter of an Iuter-
oceanie canal hus assumed a new phase.
Adhering to Its refusal to reopen the ques-
tlon of the forfelture of the contract ef
the Maritime Cansl company, which was
terminated for alleged non-execution In
Detober, 1809, the gavernment of Nicaragua
has since supplementod that action by de-
clnring the so-styled BEyre-Cramin optlon

I remew the urgent recommendations 1
mnde last year that the congress appro-
priately confer upon tha redernl courts
jurisdiction in this class of international
cases, where the ultimate respongibility of
the federa! government may be Involved,
and 1 fnvite aotion upon the bllls to ae-
complish this which were introduced in the
sensts and house. It is incumbent upon us
to remedy the statutory omlssion which
has led, and may agaln lead, Lo such unte-
ward results. I have pointed out the neces-
sity and the precedemt for legislation of
this charmeter. Its enactment is a slmple
measure of previsory justice toward the na-
tlons with which we aa & soverelgn equal
make treaties requiring reciprocal ob-
servance,

While the Itallan government neturally

Award, which was deposited in London
awalting arrangements by the governmenta

Closing the Gap with Spaln,

Satiafactory progress has beon made toward
the conclusion of & goneral treaty of friend.
ship and intercourse with Spuin In roplace-
ment of the old treaty, which passed tnto
aboyanon by reason of the Inte war. A
now conventlon of extradition s appronch-
Ing completion and 1 ghodld be  much
pleased were n commercial arrangement to
follow. I fecl that we should net suffer to
pass nn opportunity to reafMrm the cordinl
ties that existod botwoen us and Bpain from
the time of our carllest Independence and
to enhance the mutual benefits of that com-
mercial Intercourss which s patural be.
tween the two countrios.

By the terms of the treaty of peace the
line bounding the ceded Phillppine group
In the southwest falled to Include sevoral
smull islands Iyving west of the Sulus,
which haove always beon rocognized as under
Spanish control. The occupution of Elbuin
and Cagnyan Bulu by our naval forces
elicited n clalm on the part of ®pala, the
esnontinl equity of which could not be Ka'n-
snld.  In order to cure the defect of the
treaty by removing all possible ground of
future misunderstanding respecting the In
torpretation of fta third article I directed
the negotintion of a supplomentary treaty,
which will be forthwith lald Yefoars (he
senate, whereby Spaln quits all title and
clalm of title to the islands named, as well
as to any and all {slands bolonging to the
Philippine warchipelago lying outslde the
linea described in eald third article, and
agrees that all such {slands shall be com-
prehended in the cesslon of the archipelago
a8 fully as it they had been expreasly in-
cluded within those lines. In considerniion
of thia cession the United States 1s to pay
to Spaln the sum of $100,000.

Payment of Spanish Claims.

A Blll 1s now pending relating te the
recommendation made In my Jast’ apnual
mossage that appropriate logislation be had
to carry Inte exccution artlele vii of the
treaty of peace with Spaln, by which tha
United States mnssumed the payment of
certaln claims for Indemnity of {ts cltizens
agninst Bpaln, 1 ask that action be taken
to fulfill this obligation.

The king of Sweden and Norway haa
nccepted the Joint Invitation of the United
States, Germany and Great Pritain  to
arbltrate clalms growing out of lossos sus-
talned in the Samoan Islandr In the course
of military operations made necessary by
the disturbances fn 1869,

Our eclalms upon the government of the
sultan for reparation for injurles suffered
by Amerioan citizens in Armenia and else-
where glve promise of early and satis-
factory settlement, His majesty’a good dis-
position In this regard has been evinced Ly
the issuance of an irade for yebullding the
Amerlcan college at Harpoot.

Reclprocity Treatien Awalt the Action
of the Sennte.
